HOW  IT  WA8  WORKED  A  HUXpRKD  AX'D 
SIXTY-FIVE  YKARtf  AGO. 

The  ancient  Doddtown  ctipper  mine 
was  formerly  a  landmark,  but  almost 
every  trace  of  its  existence  nas  been  ob¬ 
literated  duringthe  past  ten  years.  From 
interview’s  with  Charles  M  Davis  and 
John  Oakes,  of  Bloomfield,  and  Josiah 
Dodd,  at  l>oddtown.  and  with  the  aid  of 
notes  taken  from  a  note-l»ook  of  Calvin 
"  Dod  *'  who  was  horn  in  1792  and  who 
entertained  a  distinct  recollection  of  the 
mine,  the  following  history  has  been 
gathered.  The  mine  was  opened  at  some 
time  between  1715  and  1725.  A  Mr.  Gray 
was  the  superintendent  and  bis  men  were 
English  miners.  Tradition  has  it  that 
fifty  men  were  employed  for  two  years  in 
working  the  mine.  V'red.  Lewis  was  sent 
here  from  England  to  make  a  contract 
with  the  owners  for  working  the  mine; 
the  agreement  w*as  that  he  was  to  extract 
the  ore,  while  the  owners  Were  to  furnish 
the  timber  for  the  stamping  mill  and 
dam,  and  all  woods  used  for  supports,  the 
profits  being  equally  divided.
